(By A'-oriated Press.) 
Cave City, Ky., Feb. 5.—Floyd Col­ 
lins has been completely entombed in 
his Sand Cave prison 125 feet under­ 
ground by a rise in the floor of the 
cave and all hopes of escape through 
any natural passage has been aban­ 
doned. 
Four trips into the cave have con­ 
vinced a geologist, coal miners and 
military authorities in charge of the 
work that there only chance to reach 
Collins is by sinking a shaft from tho 
top of the hill and endeavoring to 
tunnel to the imprisoned man. 
Any attempts to dig into the cave 
will he fatal to Collins it was agreed, 
but the plan was adopted at a last re­ 
sort.

Forewarned by the dangers by nature 
that existed for those who dared to 
explore her unchartered chasms, Col­ 
lins descended into a narrow passage­ 
way of Sand 
Cave last 
Friday in 
search of “a cavern more beautiful 
than Mammoth Cave.” 
How far he 
went no one knows, but “at the end 
of his 
rainbow” he found what

sought, he said. 
Jubilant and perhaps rtveranxious 
to come out and tell of his discovery, 
he was emerging from the cave when 
within 
125 feet of the 
mouth . a 
bowlder caught his left foot.

he lay for 21 hours crying for help 
and trying in vain to wiggle his foot 
free before he was found by Jewell 
Esters, 17. 
There also he remained
